1 cup grape juice . 

3-4 cup sugar 

2 egg yolks 

2 tablespoons flour 

Beat the yolks of eggs and the 
sugar together, add the grape 
juice, mix well and cook in a 
double boiler, stirring constantly 
until smooth and thickened. Pour 
into sherbet glasses and set in the 
refrigerator to cool. Serve in the 
chilled glasses with _a whipped 
cream rosette on top and a garnish 
of chopped nuts or a spot of straw- 
berry preserve. 

You may use this same general 
recipe as a filling for grape cus- 
tard pie, but for this you will need 
three egg yolks. Use the egg 
whites, sweetened and whipped 
until they will stand in points, for 
the meringue for the top of the 


pie. 
Grape Sherbet. 

Purple grape sherbet also makes 
a pretty, colorful dessert, and one 
that is very refreshing. Boil to- 
gether for five minutes one arid a 
half cups of sugar and three cups 
of water. Add two cups of purple 
grape juice and a pinch of salt. 
When cool, add quarter cup of 
lemon juice and ,freeze to a soft 

ush. Stir from the bottom and 
sides of the pan and fold in the 
beaten white of one or two eggs. 
Return and freeze to the desired 
consistency.

HighCourtRulesinMarieLong Case 


The Georgia supreme court yes- 
terday ruled that teachers of the 
Fulton county school system who 
have been employed three years 
prior to July, 1937, when the civil 
service act became effective, are 
not required to sign contracts, 
since they are under civil service. 

The decision reversed rulings of 
the Fulton superior court in the 
case of Miss Marie Long, former 
teacher at Center Hill, who will 
be paid $1,500 salary for the school 
year 1937-38 and will be reinstated 
as a result of the decision, 

The court made no reference to 
a clause in Miss Long’s contract 
preventing women teachers from 
marrying, on penalty of discharge. 

Frank T. Davie, counsel for Miss 
Long, said she and C. W. O’Rear, 

resident of the Fulton County 

ublic School Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, were interested primarily in 
establishing when civil service 
protection became effective for 
association members. 

Miss Long refused to comment 
on the matter, referring all in- 
qGuiries to Davie. 


It was believed that the board 
has authority to promulgate such 
rules as it may see fit governing 
teachers so long as they do not 
conflict with provisions of the 
civil service act. Davie held that 
the only provisions for dismissal 
of a teacher under civil service 
were for acts involving moral tur- 


pitude, inefficiency and insubordi-| 


nation. 

Jere A, Wells, superintendent of 
Fulton county schools, said the 
schools would naturally abide by 
the court order. He said he had 
not seen the ruling and preferred 
not to comment on it until he had 
studied it.

to the campaign. For six weeks 
he had faced microphones and seas 
of faces, still and listening. Geor- 
gia had every opportunity to know 
the issue. It was not. confused as 
three men debated it furiously. 


It had been a long time. It had 
been a nerve-testing period from 
that ghastly hot day at Barnesville 
on August 11, when the President 
of the United States etched his 
words with the acid of bitterness 
as he attempted to read out of the 
party a man who had served it 
longer than he. When it was done 
the Georgia senator stepped for- 
ward and said, “I accept the chal- 
lenge.”

3 REGENTS RIVERS = ;

BY SUPREME COURT 


Decision Nullifies Adminis- 
tration’s ‘Coup’ to Discharge 
Talmadge Appointers. 


The supreme court yesterday ir- 
validated a “midnight coup” of, the 
Rivers’ administration to remove 
Talmadge appointees from stafe 
offices and restored Miller S. Bell, 
of Milledgeville; John -Monaghan, 
of Pelham, and C. H. Milam, of 
Cartersville, to membership on the 
board of regents. 

In affirming a decision of Judge 
James B. Park, of the Baldwin 
superior court, the high court held 
that Governor Rivers’ call of the 
special session was not broad 
enough to include the amendment 
under which thé appointees were 
removed. 

The amendment provided that 
the offices of all appointees not 
confirmed by the senate subsequent 
to January 1, 1937, were vacant. 
The high court held that the word- 
ing of the Governor’s call was not 
such that the act could affect ap- 
pointees concerned before January 
1, 1937. 

As a result of the act Bell, Mon- 
aghan and Milam were removed 
from the board of regents and Jere 
Moore, of Milledgeville; J. C. 
Gardner, of Camilla, and the Rey. 
Marvin Twiggs, of Dalton, were 
appointed by Governor Rivers in 
their stead.

THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN 

The overwhelming victory of Senator Walter 
F’. George in the Democratic primary yesterday 
was but the realization of an expectation that 
has been general among unbiased observers for 
weeks past. The proportions of the triumph 
were, perhaps, not as long as had been antici- 
pated, but that the senator would be renomi- 
nated in the first primary has been the general 
expectation. 

The victory of Governor Rivers is likewise 
gratifying. The Governor is in the midst of a 
program of benefit to the entire state and the 
voters decided he must be given another two 
years in office, for the opportunity to complete 
that program. 

On April 17 last, The Constitution editorially 
expressed the hope Senator George might be 
returned to Washington without opposition. 
That hope, as all the nation knows, was not 


realized. Three other candidates entered the 


race, one of whom withdrew two days before 
the primary. 

Eugene Talmadge, who ran second yesterday 
in the senate race, has served the state as 
governor and, during his incumbency of that 
office, performed many valuable services for 
the state. The esteem in which he is held was 
indicated by his large popular and county unit 
vote. 

Lawrence S. Camp, the third candidate, has 
an enviable record as United States district at- 
torney for the northern district of Georgia. All 
the candidates are worthy of the confidence of 
the voters in so far.as personality is concerned. 

The senate race, however, was based upon 
an issue far more vital than any personal con- 
sideration. That issue was whether the Demo- 
cratic voters of a state should decide for them- 
selves who was to speak for them at Washing- 
ton, or whether they should send to the senate 
a man pledged in advance to undeviating sup- 
port of all proposals backed by the administra- 
tion. Whether, in short, the senator from Geor- 
gia, should be an independent member of the 
greatest deliberative body in the world, free to 
vote according to his conscience and his con- 
victions for the well-being of his state and the 
nation, or whether he should be just a cog in 
the machine, voting according to,the will of the 
executive. 

The emphatic manner in which this issue 
was decided is better realized when it is con- 
sidered that approximately 75 per cent of the 
voters of Georgia showed their preference for 
an independent senator rather than a mere 
“Yes-Man,” to the administration. Only 25 per 
cent of the voters cast their ballots for Camp, 
the Rossevelt anointed candidate, the remain- 
ing 75 per cent voting either for George or 
Talmadge, both critics, in different degree, of 
administration policies and both declared un- 
acceptable by the President. 

The primary is over and Georgia Democrats 
have resolved the issue. True Democrats and 
true Georgians accept that decision in loyai 
adherence to the principles of_the free and un- 
trammelled ballot. 

Senator George has himself pointed the way 
to what must be the happy aftermath of the 
campaign. He has stated there will be no re- 
criminations or reprisals upon those who op- 
posed him, in so far as he is concerned. 

During the heat of the political campaign 
there have been, unfortunately, some things 
said that were marked by bitterness and hot- 
headed rivalry. They were merely the sparks in- 
evitable when political fires blaze high in 


Georgia. 
Today those unfortunate recriminations, . 


charges and accusations can be happily for- 
gotten. The primary is over and once again 
all Georgians are united, seeking only the best 
interests of their state and of the Dem<sratic 
party to which they give their adherence. 

Democratic Georgians accept the decision of 
the ballot box in the true spirit of Georgia 
democracy. Today they join hands again, for- 
getting the unfortunate remarks inspired by 
political heat, to march together, once more, as 
brothers, seeking the common good.

NEW YORK’S AIRPORT 7 

New York city, the nation’s greatest source 
of air traffic, today appears to be winning a 
long fight to have the planes that bear this 
traffic based at a New York airport rather than 
‘at a terminal in Newark, in another state. 

The first major effort in this direction was 
made in 1934, when Mayor LaGuardia attempted 
to have the air mail terminal transferred from 
the Newark airport to Floyd Bennett field. 
Newark won because of slightly superior year- 
round weather conditions. American Airlines, 
however, did make Floyd Bennett a passenger 
terminal and still operates a feeder line to that 
field from Newark. 

Rebuffed in 1934, New York was undaunted 
and cast about for a new site for a major air 
terminal. Luck played a part, and the coming 
of trans-Atlantic flying focused attention on 
sheltered Bowery Bay on the north shore of 
Long Island, 20 minutes from the heart of New 
York via the new Triborough bridge. In addi- 
tion, it was near the site of the 1939 World’s 
Fair. 

The city then expended $22,000,000 to pre- 
pare this site as one of the world’s greatest air- 
ports, with facilities for both land and sea 
planes. It is now the terminus for Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways’ Bermuda service and will be the 
base for the trans-Atlantic clippers. 

Now the major airlines, including Eastern 
Airlines, have announced they would transfer 
their eastern passenger terminals from Newark 
to this North Beach airport next April. Al- 
though no move has been made to obtain Post 
Office Department approval of the field as the 
air mail terminal, it follows as a natural con- 
sequence that this shift will be made, 


The transfer of operations of the airlines 
from Newark to North Beach airport points a 
lesson for Atlanta. Even though Newark has 
battled desperately to keep the airline business, 
short sightedness evidenced several years ago 
in failing to provide better facilities and rea- 
sonable rentals is today bearing fruit. Various 
obstructions about the field have never been 
condemned, as they should have been. The at- 
titude of the city was largely one of telling the 
operators they had no other place to go and 
they could take what they had and like it, 


While Atlanta has not yet been embroiled 
in difficulties of this type, and has co-operated 
hitherto in provision of extensions and other 
aids, it is conceivable the city will lose its status 
unless provision is made quickly for adequate 
runways and other facilities to accomodate the 
rapidly expanding service operated through 


_ this city. 


In this day when miles are measured in 
minutes it would not be beyond the realm of 
possibility for Atlanta to lose a business which 
daily means more and more to the business life 
of the city. Many other southern cities, for 
example, would like a share of the rich South 
American market which is to fall to the lot of 
Atlanta through the new line connecting with 
the Central American lines at Brownsville, 
Texas. ‘ 

Atlantans, however, have been cognizant of 
the great benefits to be derived from the air- 
port and will not be remiss in providing the 
facilities necessary for safe operations in and 
out of Candler field. 


New York is apvarently winning a long fight 
to bring the airlines into a New York airport. 
It has been a costly battle. Atlanta, at rela- 
tively little cost, can assure herself of a status 
as one of the great air centers of the world,

GEORGIA GOES FORWARD 


That “Georgia goes forward” is more than 
a phrase is clearly seen in the extensive im- 
provements to many municipal water and sew- 
age systems. Within the next few months, 
when many plans will be completed, approxi- 
mately 20 smaller towns, with populations rang- 
ing from 300 to 1,000 persons, will have the 
benefit of a public water supply for the first 
time. 

To citizens of larger communities, where 
public water supply is a commonplace—at 
least until bills come due—perhaps such ad- 
vancement does not mean much, At any rate, 
it is unexciting. But to the residents of those 
smaller communities, public water supply for 
the first time will be a genuine thrill. Looked 
at from the unemotional, the less dramatic 
point of view, it is still something of a thrill to 


_conséder that this state moves forward to im- 


prove the health and happiness of her people. 

As Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director of the 
State Department of Public Health, says: “Much 
of the work is being made possible through 
federal financial assistance. We feel that the 
investment of public funds in such projects 
will be more than repaid in the protection to 
public health and the prevention of disease.” 

Intelligent persons cannot help but. agree 
with the doctor. For, in addition to the new 
systems planned, projects contemplated in- 
clude extensions and enlargments of existing 
systems and treatment to eliminate dangerous 
situations and to provide satisfactory stream 
conditions where needed for water protection. 
Day by day, in every way, Georgia is getting 
better and better.

Hitler’s Reich will not tolerate 
oppression of the Sudeten Ger- 
mans. If they cannot obtain their 
rights by themselves, the Reich 
will help them. They must not be 
terrorized or maltreated or “pur- 
sued like wild beasts for every ex- 
pression of their national life.” The 
old structure: of the Czechoslovak 
state is untenable. And, “it is up 
to the Czechoslovak government to 
discuss matters with the author- 
ized representatives of the Sudeten 
Germans and bring about an un- 
derstanding in this or that way.”

The proof of his sincerity is to 
come. If he means what he says, 
then President Benes may expect 
that Hitler will instruct Henlein 
and the Sudeten Nazis, who take 
their orders directly from the Ger- 
man Fuehrer, to assist Benes in 
creating the atmosphere in which 
negotiations can continue. 

Hitler will, if he is sincere, in- 
struct Henlein to cease oppressing 
ron-Nazi Germans in the Sudeten 
areas, to cease terrorizing German 
Social Democrats and German 
Jews, to cease boycotting non- 
Nazi firms and to cease all bodily 
attacks on Czechs. 

If Hitler does not instruct Hen- 
lein to cease and desist from this 
terror, in the hope of provoking 
an incident, then his words are in- 
sincere, and he need not expect 
the world to be moved one iota by 
all the cries of “persecution.”

CREDIT DUE 
BRITISH POLICY | 

Whatever comfort is to be found 
in Hitler’s speech is undoubtedly 
due to the outline of British pol- 
icy officially issued on Sunday. 
Hitler never mentioned Czechoslo- 
vakia until he had spoken for 40 
minutes, and circumstantial evi- 
dence would seem to indicate that 
he had left the last part of his 
speech unfinished until he knew 
what Britain was prepared to do. 

What he finally heard from 
Britain was that Germany had no 
chance of launching a quick, vic- 
torious war against the Czechs;

He is particularly indignant be- 
cause they have been forbidden to 
sing songs of disloyalty to the na- 
tion of which they are unwillingly 
a part. He is furious because they 
were forbidden to wear white sox, 
which were the identification mark 
of a seditious society organized by 
s agent, Konrad Henlein. 

But in the territory which Italy 
carved out of Austria at the close 
of the*World War, as her price for 
betraying the German Kaiser, 
there are still 250,000 Austrians 
who are captives of a foreign con- 
queror and whose human rights 
have been ruthlessly denied. Mus- 
solini forbade and suppressed the 
singing of German songs, even in- 
nocent folk songs, in the captive 
Tyrol before Czechoslovakia found 
it necessary to put down disorder- 
ly demonstrations against the gov- 
ernment in which the singing was 
not an exercise. of innocent pleas- 
ure, but a warlike situation. 


Mussolini, literally, even forbade 
the captured Austrians in his con- 
quered territory to yodel and they 
also were forbidden to speak their 
native language. Their children 
were compelled to study the Italian 
language, signs in the native lan- 
guage of the country were re- 
moved from the territory and re- 
placed by signs in Italian. Only 
three years ago, captive Austrians 
of the race which Hitler described 
as “not created by God to be vic- 
timized by a foreign power as a 
result of the Versailles reconstruc- 
tion of states,” were literally, 
physically, dragged off from their 
homes, impressed into the army of 
“a foreign power,” and sent to 
Abyssinia. It would appear that 
this was a fairly close approach ‘to 
victimization by a foreign power 
of captives as truly German as the 
Sudetens of Czechoslovakia. 
Czechoslovakia has fought no for- 
eign wars and far from attempting 
to victimize the Sudetens in any 
manner, even remotely approach- 
ing the Italian brutality toward the 
captured Tyroleans, has preferred 
to excuse the Sudeten Germans 
from service in her armies be- 
cause the treacherous movements 
which Hitler promoted among 
them made them untrustworthy.

White Socks. {ive Austrians to 
wear white socks, as a badge of 
rebellion, and stamped out efforts 
to adopt other marks of identifi- 
cation on the hats, coat lapels and 
neckties. He has been doing this 
for 15 years. 

For many years after the war, 
the Sudetens enjoyed the benefits 
of orderly government in Czecho- 
slovakia; while Germany was 
shaken by recurrent disturbances 
and throughout that time the Su- 
detens were glad to be protected 
from conditions in Germany. At 
no time since the end of the war 
have the captives in Italy enjoyed 
similar benefits. The Sudetens 
were treated as citizens. Musso- 
lini’s Austrians were treated as 
captives. Lately, as a matter of 
policy, they are less firmly op- 
posed but they are still denied 
rights which the Sudetens have 
never lacked. They, too, are and 
always have been, forbidden ‘to 
sing the Horst Wessel song and 
“Deutschland Uber Alles” and, un- 
like the Sudetens, at this moment. 
they are required to conduct their 
— in a language foreign to 
them. 


The Sudetens never were any 
more German than Mussolini’s 
quarter of a million Tyrolean cap- 
tives. They were subjects of 
Austria-Hungary before the war 
and it was the same “Versailles 
reconstruction of states” which 
placed the Tyroleans within the 
new boundaries of Italy. If a few 
Sudetens have been killed in dis- 
orders provoked by Hitler through 
Henlein, many more of those whom 
Hitler embraces as blood brothers 
were shot by Mussolini blackshirts, 
police and border patrols, as they 
attempted to effect personally 
anschluss by going over the hill on) 
foot, especially at the time when 
Italy was attempting to gather up 
the more troublesome individuals 
for shipment to a war in Ethiopia, 
more than 3,000 miles away. 
Others perished of exposure and 
accident while in flight. 

Mussolini’s word on the Sudeten 
crisis is that Czechoslovakia mst 
give the Sudeten territory to Ger- 
many. By the same principle, 
Mussolini then must give back to 
Hitler, as the executor of the de- 
ceased state of Austria, the terri- 
tory which he received and the 
250,000 Austrians who are now be- 
ing “victimized by a foreign power 
as a result of the Versailles recon- 
struction of states.” And if he 
doesn’t give them back, Hitler must 
rescue them. In fact, he should 
rescue them first, for these de- 
fenseless and forsaken brothers of 
the Reich, as he calls all such, 
really do know something about 
brutality and insult.

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H ULL R USHES TO PRESIDENT’S TRAIN WI TH WAR DISPA TCHES 


ROOSEVELT $ STERN 
AFTER RECEIVING 
EUROPEAN REPORTS 


Full Cabinet To Meet Today 
to Discuss International 
Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt re- 
turned to Washington tonight to 
chart the United States’ course in 
the Czecho-German crisis, admit- 
tedly the most inflammable inter- 
national issue that has confronted 
his administration. 

He arrived by special train at 
6:56 p. m. from Rochester, Minn., 
where he had been at the bedside 
of his son, James. 

Urgency of the situation was 
emphasized by the fact that Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull was 
at the station to accompany him 
to the White House for a perusal 
of confidential reports from 
abroad. Earlier,, Hull had tele- 
phoned him a summary of devel- 
opments and they expected to ex- 
yplore the situation fully. 

Confer on Train. 

Hull carried a small, brown 
portfolio. He leaped on the Presi- 
dent’s train before it came to a 
stop, entered the chief executive’s 
private car, and spent 20 minutes 
jwith him before they departed for 
the White. House. Also present 
was Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring. 

Tomorrow Mr. Roosevelt will 
meet with his cabinet, at which 
time he is expected to decide 
whether to keep a speaking en- 
gagement Safurday at Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y.,.in celebration of the 
150th anniversary of the first con- 
stitutional convention in America. 

Although events in Europe in 
the next 24 hours will decide the 
President’s course, it was pointed 
out that the celebration would af- 
ford an ideal setting for a re- 
statement of American foreign 
policy, keynote of which is ob- 
pervance of “international law and 
prder.” 

Developments abroad also will 
determine whether Mr. Roosevelt 
will return to the summer white 
house at Hyde Park. He had in- 
tended going there from Rochester, 
but urgent telephone calls from 
Hull dissuaded him. 

Hull remained at the White 
House only a short time. It was 
indicated that he gave Mr. Roose- 
velt a complete, up-to-the-minute 
report, which he will study over- 
night, and that they will confer 
lengthily tomorrow before the 
cabinet session. 

Mr. Roosevelt was not smiling 
affably, as usual, as he left the 
train. Neither was Hull, although 
he had joked with correspondents 
before the train arrived. 

The foreign diplomatic corps 
and high administration officials 
had anxiously aWaited Mr. Roose- 
velt’s arrival, hoping he would 
give some clue to what role, if 
any, the United Sta‘es will play in 
Europe. 

Keeping him and Hull apprised 
of developments was Joseph P. 
Kennedy, Amerfcan ambassador to 
Great Britain.

Insurgent Leaders Reported in Fear That Outbreak of 
War Would Cause Them to Lose German and . 
Italian Support. 


HENDAYE, France (At the 
Spanish Frontier), Sept. 15.—(#)— 
Spanish civil war commanders, 
with their own campaigns at a 


virtual *standstill, were reported 
today to be watching central Eu- 
ropean developments.

The reports said that such a 
move could be considered as a 
gesture by Franco df neutrality to- 
ward France, or a_ precaution 
against incidents like the bombing 
of French towns or other objec- 
tives which might draw down 
French wrath on Franco. 

An Insurgent spokesman, how- 
ever, said there had been virtual- 
ly no air forces near the French 
frontier since the conquest of the 
Biscayan coast of northwest Spain 
was completed last fall.

Hits Chamberlain 

MOSCOW, Sept. 15.—(4)—The 
Soviet army newspaper Red Star 
declared today that Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain’s policy was “not 
only to make an agreement with 
an aggressor but also to help liqui- 
date a Democratic state (Czecho- 
slovakia) in the center of Europe.” 

Moscow awaited calmly the out- 
come of the Chamberlain-Hitler 
conference at Berchtesg-den. 
There was no popular excitement. 
The government newspaper Izves- 
tia and the Communist’ party 
newspaper Pravda reported brief- 
ly, with no comment, Chamber- 
lain’s decision ‘to see Hitler.

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—(#)—-The 
status of General Ludwig Beck, 
chief of tne general staff.of the 
German army, was. clouded in 
mystery today. 

For weeks there have been ru- 
mors that he no longer retained 
his pivotal place in the German 
defense force. Official circles, 
however, deny this. vigorously, 
pointing out that only recently he 
returned from an inspection trip 
of western defenses. 

To this unofficial sources which 
heretofore usually have been right, 
reply that it is true that Beck is 
not completely out of the army 
but that in order to avoid a public 
break he has accepted an appoint- 
ment “on a special mission in the 
west.” 

These sources insist that Beck 
has disagreed with other chiefs on 
policy with reference to Czecho- 
slovakia. 

The same sources assert that 
Lieutenant General Franz Halder 
is acting chief of the general staff, 
but on this official confirmation is 
unobtainable. 


War Risk Policies 
Are Cancelled 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—(/)— 
American companies writing ma- 
rine insurance announced today 
they had agreed to cancel war risk 
clauses in their general policies 
covering ocean shipments. 

Similar action was taken by 
British underwriters in London. 
Lloyds’ decided to give 48 hours’ 
notice of the termination of all 
war risk insurance contracts. 

Higher marine insurance rates 
also were in prospect, because of 
the European situation. American 
underwriters suspended the exist- 
ing rates yesterday as their con- 
cern over the possibility of con- 
flict in Europe increased. 

The war risk committee of the 
American Institute of Marine Un- 
derwriters said that hereafter, un-

This 
procedure brought contents of the 
proclamation to the Sudeten area 
effectively.

President Eduard Benes issued 
an order adjourning parliament 
which, although not meeting, tech- 
nically Was in session and ready 
to receive a proposal for reorgani- 
zation of the government. 

This action tended to support 
the opinion in government circles 
that chances of settling. the mi- 
norities dispute had virtually dis- 
appeared. 

Earlier the government had ex- 
tended martial law in the Sudeten 
areas, bringing about two-thirds of 
the Sudeten German population 
of 3,500,000 under military rule. 

Official government reports 
listed at 29 the number of persons 
killed in fighting between Sudeten 
Germans and Czechoslovak gen- 
darmerie since Monday night, 
when Reichsfuehrer Hitler made 
his angry speech at Nuremberg 
promising help to the Sudetens.

“Two. and a half hours sufficed 
to show that differences of opin- 
ion were far reaching. The gen- 
eral feeling is that Hitler is un- 
willing under any. circumstances 
to . compromise any essential 
point.” 

Well-informed diplomats told 
the United Press early today that 
the “zero hour” of peace or. war 
in Europe may be at hand be- 
cause of an apparent stalemate re- 
sulting from the historic meeting 
of Chamberlain and Hitler. 


Chamberlain, who prepared to 
leave for home at 9:30 a. m. (3:30 
a. m., Atlanta time), said that his 
historic three-hour talk with Der 
Fuehrer in an Alpine mountain- 
side retreat had been “very 
friendly.” 

German quarters indicated, 
however, that Hitler’s insistence 
upon the “right of self-determina- 
tion” for Sudeten Germans had 
been so bold as to cause the Brit- 
ish premier to suddenly change 
his plans and decide to hurry back 
to London. 

To Confer Again. 

After conferring with his min- 
isters at No. 10 Downing street, 
Chamberlain will return to Ger- 
many—probably next Wednesday 


}—to confer again with the Fuehrer. 


The next meeting, however, 
probably will be ir: some town 
near the western frcaotier instead 
of over tea cups 3,000 feet up in 
the Bavarian moutnains at Hit- 
ler’s hideaway. 

The “freezing” of the dramatic 
bargaining with war or peace in 
Europe at stake gave Europe a 
brief breathing spell and appeared 
to have put off for six days at 
least the catastrophe that millions 
fear. 

Germans stressed, however, that 
developments in Czechoslovakia 
might bring an explosign despite 
Chamberlain’s bold maneuver to 
head it off. 

Hitler Believed Firm. 

Most Germans, confident that 

Hitler had refused to budge from 


his sweeping demands that the’ 


3,500,000 Sudetens of Czechoslo- 
vakia be given a chance to “come 
home” to the Reich, believed that 
Chamberlain was carrying home a 
proposal that will mean annexa- 
tion of the Sudetenland if it is car- 
ried out. 

They :believed that when the 
momentous conference on _ the 
mountain top broke up at 8:15 
p. m, yesterday ( 7:15 p. m. At- 
lanta time) Hitler himself suggest- 
ed a “half-way” meeting place for 
the next conference. 

Chamberlain leaves his hotel 
here at 9:30 a. m. and motors to 
Munich, where he will board a 
chartered plane for London. 

Although only the intimate co- 
terie of those in last night’s con- 
ference knew definitely what had 
transpired, it was indicated that 
Hitler strongly repeated his de- 
mand for “self determination” on 
the part of the Sudetens and urged 
C.:amberlain to use’ Britain’s 
weight to compel the Prague gov- 
ernment to withdraw state police 
and troops from the purely Ger- 
man districts. 

Chamberlain Counters. 

It was believed that Chamber- 
lain countered with a statement 
that a peaceful solution of the 
Sudeten crisis must be obtained at 
all costs and pointed out to Hit- 
ler—in case he harbored any il- 
lusions —that Britain probably 
would fight alongside France if the 
latter was involved in war on the 
side of the Chechs. 

Some quarters believed that 
Chamberlain gave to Hitler a 
forceful picture of the state of 
British public opinion regarding a 
possible war against Germany. 

Whatever else transpired was, 
of course, a matter of conjecture 
but whatever it was it was grave 
enough to force Chamberlain to 
call off his plans to remain in 
Berchtesgaden until Saturday.

FOUR-POWER PACT 
SEEN IN LONDON 

LONDON, Sept. 15—(P)—A 
four-power pact to cement Eu- 
rope’s shaky peace structure loom- 
ed large tonight in conjecture 
stemming from Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain’s hasty flight 
to see Adolf Hitler and quick de- 
cision to return. 

British officials were tight- lip- 
ped on all aspects of the Berchtes- 
gaden conference, however. 

Diplomats and informed observ- 
ers envisaged three principal pos- 
sibilities of the momentous three 
hours Chamberlain spent with 
Hitler in his mountain lodge: 

1. Hitler may have suggested a 
four-power pact among Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy to 
guarantee Europe’s peace. 

2. He may have demanded a 
plebiscite under which Czechoslo- 
vakia’s Sudeten German minority 
could “choose its own destiny.” 

3. He may have told Chamber- 
lain that outright annexation of 
Czechoslovakia’s Sudeten fringe 
was the only way to avoid war.

ROME, Sept. 15.—(#/)—Usual- 
ly reliable sources tonight said 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain talked by telephone with 
Premier Mussolini before leaving 
London to visit Adolf Hitler. 

Chamberlain also was in close 
touch by phone with Premier Ed- 
ouard Daladier of France.

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When You Let Your Figure G 


You Can't Be Young and | 


Supple Without Exercise 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


When you let your figure go, 
there always comes a day of reck- 
oning.. Your waistline has slipped 
its moorings and your hips are 
hopeless, and if you are ever 
again to have a good figure you 
must go to work at it and stop 
your dillydallying. 

You can’t be young and supple 
without exercise, for laziness lets 
muscles grow flabby and fat cells 
gather. When you start in time, 
general exercise is enough to keep 
you in trim, but it is too late for 
you to use general measures. You 
will have to do specific exercises 
to make your figure over, and here 
is a compact little set that will 
slim and trim each measurement: 

Stretch for Streamlines. 

Position: Standing erect, feet 
together, arms stretched overhead, 
width of shoulders apart. 

Movement: Reach up as high 
as possible, fingers together. Now, 
force both arms back behind the 
ears, all the while stretching up- 
ward, and holding your head erect. 
Stretch again and repeat six times. 
This exercises is a general one for 
all the trunk bulges. 

Nip in the Waist. 

Position: Standing, arms 
stretched overhead to full exten- 
sion, fingers interlocked. 

Movement: Pulling up with all 
your might, bend acutely to the 
side. Return to position and bend 
to the other side.. Pull! 

_ To Firm the Bust. 

Position: Standing with feet 
slightly apart, and in erect posture. 
Hold the arms straight out in front 
of the body, shoulder level, with 
the fists clenched. 

Movement: Cross the 
Swinging over and under. Keep 
the arms straight as you. swing 
them over and under, and hold 
them at shoulder level for the ex- 
ercise. To lift the bust contour, 
raise the arms higher for the ex- 
ercise.

Hypersensitiveness to this and 
that, commonly to some particular 
food, especially in infants or young 
children, may not b> more fre- 
quent today than it was when 
granny sported her first bus- 
tle, though it seems so. That 
is probably due to the fact 
that doctors recognize it now, 
whereas in the gay nineties we 
had never heard of it, and hence 
we dubbed the various manifes- 
tations of allergy “indigestion,” 
hives, ptomaine poisoning, colic, 
acute eczema, hyperesthetic rhini- 
tis, asthma, angioneurotic edema 
and so on. 

It would take us far from the 
manifold forms of allergy here. If 
you think you are allergic, men- 
tion the nature of your trouble, 
inclose a 3-cent-stamped envelope 
bearing your address, and ask for 
folder giving the Daily Require- 
ment of Calcium, Calcium Feed- 
ing High Calcium Diet, Vitamins 
Everybody Needs. This givés prac- 
tical suggestions for the correc- 
tion of allergy. If I have mate- 
rial bearing specifically on your 
complaint I'll send it along with 
the folder. 


Here, in view of the low esti- 
mate given earlier, it is fair to 
say that where allergy is associat- 
ed with a deficiency in digestion— 
the incompletely digested protein 
is a likely factor—it is the practice 
of many good physicians to pre- 
scribe adequate doses of pancrea- 
tin or extract of the whole pan- 
creas gland after every meal—by 
adequate doses we mean not less 
than one-half dozen capsules of 
the extract even for a young child. 
This promotes more complete di- 
gestion of protein and so prevents 
absorption of incompletely chang- 
ed proteins through some fissure, 
ulcer or cther damaged spot in the

alimentary tract. The immediate 
exciting factor of the allergic re- 
action is entrance of foreign pro- 
tein into the blood, whether it 
enters hrough a break in the ali- 
mentary mucosa, through the mu- 
cous membrane of the nose, or 
through a scratch or other break 
in the skin. 

That constitutes the sole use of 
digestive agents which is at all 
effectual, in my opinion. 

Now take laxatives. No, no, 
don’t ever take ’em, but consider 
them. _At first sight you’ll think 
a medicine cupboard without a 
good laxative or carthartic in it is 
hardly the sort to have in a well 


as been inculcated in your mind 
nd in the minds of your ancestors 
for generations back. 

Castor Oil. This excellent air- 
plane lubricant has one question- 
able virtue which just preserves 
its: place in materia medica: When 
it is all through nauseating, grip- 
ing and purging it exerts a bind- 
ing influence and, therefore it is 
still prescribed by quaint practi- 
tioners in cases of acute gastroin- 
testinal upset associated with diar- 
rhea—the purge sweeps out the 
offending food: or food residue, 
then locks up the bowel. That’s 
a fine, logical theory, but in ac- 
tual practice I have never seen it 
work as well as it looks. Castor 
oil has other properties which it 
seems only fair to mention next.

Cars Carrying Two-Way Apparatus Will Be Dedicated 
Today by Mayor Hartsfield, Chief of Police 
: Hornsby and Put Into Service. 


The arm of the law will be ex- 
tended still further into the air 
today when four new two-way 
radio cars go into police service. 

At 9 o’clock this morning, Mayor 
Hartsfield and Chief of Police M, 
A. Hornsby will officially dedicate 
the autos and then send them on 
their way in the war against crime. 

The radios in the. cars were 
designed and built by Joe Flem- 
ing, chief radio operator, after 
months of experimentation .and 
work. Total cost to the city is less 
than $100 for each of the four 
sets. 

Two of.the cars will be used by 
the accident prevention bureau, 
and two will be used for general 
police work. Two cars used by 


lieutenants are already equipped 
with the two-way communication 
sets, and it is planned so to equip 


jall police cars in the future. 


The four cars entering service 
today will operate on both sides 
of the city. Two-way radio serv- 
ice enables officers to communi- 
cate with the broadcasting station 
et police headquarters, as well as 
to receive orders and signals from 
the station. 

Receiving antennae will be-in- 
stalled on the roof of a milling 
company near the station house, 
within the next day or two for 
the special broadcasts from the 
cruisers. In recent tests, calls were 
heard from cars 15 miles from

To Help Idle Men Past That Age 


Henry Simler, whose hobby is 
fighting what he calls “Fortypho- 
bia,” is in Atlanta on business 
this week, and is planning if pos- 
sible to establish a Forty Plus 
Club. 

The club, he said, will be for 
men who have reached 40 or over, 
and have difficulty finding jobs 
for themselves.

“All we want is a 
realization that men over 40 have 
something.”

FEDERAL RESERVE 
TO CLOSE CUBA UNIT 


Action Laid to Few Trans- 
fers Effected Through 
Agency. 


The Havana, Cuba, agency of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta will close October 1, the 


board of directors announced yes- 
terday. 

In a statement announcing the 
action the board said: 

“For several years there have 
been relatively few currency ex- 
changes or other transactions ef- 
fected by the agency, and only a 
few transfers of funds to and from 
Cuba have been made through the 
medium of the agency. 

“Commercial transactions be- 
tween business interests in Cuba 
and the United States have been 
consummated almost entirely 
through commercial bank chan- 
nels. Accordingly, the mainte- 
nance of the agency for these pur- 
poses and for the exchange of cur- 
rency has become unnecessary. 

“Therefore, the directors of the 
bank have concluded that the ex- 
pense to the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem incident to the continued op- 
eration of the agency is not jus- 
tified.”

From the outset, rushes to sell 
instead of recent fever to buy 
dominated the wheat trade, and 
kept prices intermittently top- 
pling.

DEPARTMENT REPORTS 
ON ‘38 PEANUT STOCKS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—(4)— 
The Agriculture. Department be- 
gan issuing today monthly re- 
ports on peanut stocks as required 
by a 1938 amendment to the pea- 
nut statistics act. 

The report, for the month of 
August, placed the quantity of 
farmers’ stock peanuts milled 
during the month at 51,506,000 
pounds, of -which 48,179,000 
pounds were cleaned and shelled 
and 3,327,000 pounds crushed. 
Stocks on August 31 amounted to 
40,887,000 pounds. 

Edible grade shelled peanuts 
produced during August amounted 
to 27,373,000 pounds, the report 
said, and processors using more 
than 30,000 pounds annually con- 
sumed 25,779,000 pounds during 
the month. Stocks on these goods 
on August 31, totaled 60,113,000 
pounds. 

Reports are not required from 
processors using less than 30,000 
pounds annually.

Wide Upswing. 

The advance was the widest 
since the mid-year rise, which was 
motivated by expectations of busi- 
ness recovery in the United States, 
Since then, speculative markets 
had been drifting while the war 
clouds thickened over Europe. 

Blieving the shakeout had been 
extensive enough to pu* the mar- 
ket on firmer foundations, traders 
were in a mood to take hope from 
the unexpected dash of the Brit- 
ish prime minister to Germany to 
talk things over with Hitler. 
Many shares opened 2 to 4 points 
higher for the news of the mis- 
sion reached Wall Street after se- 
curity markets had closed yester- 
day. London, Amsterdam, Paris 
and Berlin showed the way for the 
rebound before New York daal- 
ings began. 

News Is Hopeful. 

At the finish, financial eyes and 
ears still were strained for news 
from Europe. The call for a meet- 
ing of the British parliament, for- 
ward buying in copper and other 
metals and the riterated Sudeten 
German demand for union with 
the Reich kept reminding money 
circles the World’s War worries 
had not passed. Business news 
from home industrial fronts, most- 
ly indicative of autumn stimulus 
to recovery, and the defeat of the 
New Deal senatorial candidate in 
Georgia Democratic primary, look- 
ed secondary in Wall Street eyes 
to the question of peace or war 
across the seas. 

The Associated Press composite 
price of 60 stocks snapped up 1.4 
points to 46.4, the largest rise since 
June 29.
